ROOSEVELT SIGNS 
NRA CIGARET CODE 


President Not Satisfied 
But Okays It Over Pro- 
test of Labor. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(/)— 


The breach between President Roose-| 


velt and the American Federation of 
Labor, recently emphasized by exten- 
sion of the automobile code, was broad- 
ened today when the chief executive 
signed a code for the cigaret industry 


which failed to measure up to the la-| 


bor organization's specifications. 

The cigaret code, finally signed aft- 
er months of dickering between the 
tobacco manufacturing industry and 
labor, prescribed a 40-hour week and 
minimum wages from 25 to 40 cents 
an hour. Labor had approved a code 
recommended by Deputy NRA Admin- 
istrator Armin W. Riley, which would 
have established a 36-hour week for 
the industry with minimum wages 
from 35 cents an hour. 

Minimum Waége Hit. 

“A minimum wage rate of 25 cents 
an hour is too low,” said William 
Green, president of the A. F. of L., 
in commenting on the cigaret code. 

He found solace, however, in the 
fact the president’s executive order 
which makes the code effective Feb- 


ruary 18 provided a survey of condi-| 


tions in the industry relating to wages 
and hours. 

“Our hope is now centered upon 
this investigation and we are sure it 
will develop facts to support our ef- 
forts for the 36-hour week,’ Green 
said. “When the present code expires 
in June we hope to see it improved.” 

With the cigaret code added to the 
automobile code as an issue between 
the president and labor, interest was 
centered on a conference scheduled for 
tomorrow afternoon between the execu- 
tive council of the A. F. of L. and 
Mr. Roosevelt, the first such meeting 
since the disagreement. 

Green's Comment Brief.

TRACES OF COLLAPSE 
GONE, SAYS O'CONNOR 


Comptroller Urges Drastic 
Changes in Federal Bank- 
ing Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(UP)— 
The entire banking structure of the 
nation has been rebuilt and there is 
little remaining evidence of the col- 
lapse of March, 1933. Comptroller of 


Currency J. F. T. O’Connor asserted 
tonight in his annual report to con- 
gress. 

Eleven more or iIless__ technical 
changes in banking laws were recom- 
'mended in his report by the comptrol- 
| ler, principal of which was a drastic 
istrengthening of the powers of the 
‘federal deposit insurance corporation. 
Other recommendations were largely 
| overshadowed by the banking act of 
(1985, introduced in congress last 
week. 

O’Connor pointed to a sharp de- 
cline in the number of bank failures 
as the liquid position of the national 
banks under his jurisdiction as signs 
of sweeping improvement in banking 
conditions. 

“It is interesting to compare the 
record for 1934 with that of the 12 
years from 1921 through 1932, when 
10,816 banks, with aggregate deposits 
of $4,885,126,000, failed in the Unit- 
ed States,” O’Connor said. “In other 
words, the average number of failures 
per year during the 12 years was 
901, with average deposits of $407,- 
093,833, as contrasted with 58 bank 
failures during 1934, nine of which 
were members of the Federal Deposit 
‘Insurance Corporation.” 

O'Connor reported that less than 3 
per cent of the loans of national banks 
‘have been placed in the “loss” column 
and only 4.19 per cent in the doubtful 
column. His figures were based on a 
survey of 5,275 banks which had 
made total loans of $7,740,596,000. 

Reviewing the record of national 
bank failures from 1865 to October 
31, 1934, O’Connor said 2,908 nation- 
al banks had been placed in the hands 
of receivers, of which 145 were re- 
stored to solvelcy. 

The remaining 2,762 banks, he said, 
had total assets of $3,511,304.866. Of 
this sum $1,951,925.450 has been col- 
lected for the benefit of the creditors.

ADMINISTRATION MAPS 
MODEL PENSION BILLS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—()— 
Model bills which will point out to 
state legislatures methods of co-oper- 
ating with the federal economic se- 
curity program were being drawn to- 
day by administration experts. 

The measures were said by officials 
to be designed to provide legislatures 
in the 2U states that have no old- 
age pension laws with measures which 
they can push through promptly after 
enactment of the federal law so they 
may obtain federal aid in caring for 
their aged. 

The experts also were reported to be 
holding themselves ready to advise of- 
ficials of other states how they should 
change their own laws to bring them 
in line with the federal old-age pen- 
sion pvlicy. 

Similar counsel, it was added, would 
be availabie for all of the states in 
the shaping of their unemployment in- 
surance systems, Only Wisconsin has 
an unemployment insurance law in ef- 
fect. One or two other states have 
them well on the way to effectivevess. 

Virtually all of the states will have 
to change their old-age insurance plans 
in one way or another to conform 
to the conditions by which they may 
obtain aid under the economic security 
bill now before congress. 

The house ways and means commit- 
tee meets tomorrow in executive ses- 
sion to begin redrafting the adminis- 
tration measure. 

The 20 states that do not have old- 
age pension plans, and to which sam- 
ple bills will be relayed through the 
state directors of the emergency coun- 
cil, are: 

Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Missouri, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, Oklahoma, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont, 
Virginia.

And this time the light is to come from Olym- | 
pia where Phidipiades fell dead after fighting for two 
days and then running 25 miles to tell the message of __ 
the victory at Marathon.

The marathon runners run. Covering 25 miles in | 
about two and a half hours is running.

Feb. 11.—(@)—A 
host of friends of Corra Harris, noted 
writer, will gather here tomorrow to 
pay a last tribute to the dean of 
Georgia authors. 

Mrs. Harris, ill for several weeks 
following a heart attack, died in Em- 
ory hospital in Atlanta, Saturday. 
She will be buried on the lawn of her 
log cabin home seven miles from here 
at 4.0’clock tomorrow afternoon, Bish- 
op Warren A. Candler will officiate 
at the services. 

Expressions of grief over the pass 
ing of the noted writer were being 
received today from many of the great 
literary figures of the country and from 
scores of friends who had visited “In 
the Valley,” her mountain home. 

Before her death, Mrs. Harris se- 
lected a spot on the crest of a hill 
in front of her home as the place she 


wished to be buried. A memorial 
chapel is expected to be placed on 
the site later. 

The author of “A Circuit Rider’s 
Wife” and more than 20 other novels 
and scores of short stories was strick- 
en with a heart attack on January 
27. She was taken to Emory hos- 
pital soon afterward and had shown 
some improvement during the past 
few days. She was 65 years old. 

Mrs. Harris had traveled widely in 
America and Europe. She served dur- 
ing the World War as a correspondent 
from this country. Since then she had 
spent almost fll of her time at her 
home here which was remodeled from 
an old log cabin built by an Indian 
chief. 

During the past three years she 
published a column in the Atlanta 
Journal under the heading “Candle- 
lit.’ She spent the winter of 1931 
at Rollins College, in Winter. Park, 
Fla., conducting a “course in evil” 
at the request of Dr. Hamilton Holt, 
president of the school. She termed 
the subject one of the oldest classics 
of human nature and said it should 
not be taught by people “morally illit- 
erate and mentally corrupt.” 

Mrs, Harris’ husband, Rev. Lundy 
Howard Harris, died in 1910 just as 
his wife was nearing the heighth of 
her literary career. Her only daugh- 
ter, Faith Harris, died in 1919, and 
her father, Tinsley Rucker White, 
died in 1931. 

Friends said the writer never really 
recovered from the shock of the death 
of her daughter. In her autobicgraphy 
she wrote “Lundy and Faith are gone 
now, but their light so shines about 
me that I have had no darkness with- 
in for a long time.” 

Her only remaining immediete rela- 
tive is a brother, Albert Mathews 
White, of Atlanta. Other survivors 
include two half-sisters, Mrs. O. B. 
Porter, of Atlanta. and Mrs. Hugh 
Egerton, of Birmingham; an uncle, Al- 
bert W. Mathews, of Carlton, Ga.+ two 
aunts, Mrs. A. S. J. Stovall, of Elber- 
ton, and Mrs. H. H. Herndon, of At- 
lanta and Brunswick and four neph- 
ews, John Harris, of Manchester, Ga.; 
Al Harris and Jieutenant Fred M. 
Harris, of Philadelphia, and Walter 
Harris, of Florida.

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Biologists often choose queer oaths. 
While not neeessarily a profane race, 
they encounter the unex d in 80 
many places and times that many of 
them have formed habits of profan- 
ity in spirit if not in word. I once 
knew a graduate student who was 
feeling his way along a particularly 
dificult problem. He was apt to find 
almost anything in culture jars 
and was wont to exei#im upon occa- 
sion “strobilization of the scypho- 
stome!’ in a manner that left no 
doubt as to his meaning. Similarly, 
Jim Gradbury, of whom I have heard 
nothing these past five years, devel- 
oped the class names of starfishes as 
bits of personal and private profan- 
ity and was heard to hurl the word 
“asteroidea” at anything that _ hap- 

ned to upset his usual equanimity. 
None of which has any bearing on 
jellyfish except the first example of 
biological profanity, since strobjliza- 
tion of the scyphostome is a part of 
the life history of our subject today, 
namely, the Scyphozoan jellyfish. 

The members of the second class of 
jellies are those no one would have 
difficulty in recognizing. They are 
flattened, round objects, with tenta- 
cles streaming from the under side. 
They are curved across the top, which 
is known as the exumbrella for some 
strange reason, and flat across the un- 
derside or subumbrella. One of the 


commonest and most beautiful forms 
is the moon jelly, Aurelia. 

Aurelia is a delicate creature. My 
first introduction to the species came 
at the tender age of six, I believe, 
when my mother took me to Florida 
when I should have been traveling to- 
ward the little red schoolhouse on Wa- 
terman street in Marietta. I am glad 
she decided as she did. From then 
on I lost track of and interest in jelly- 
fish until I went to college and was 
shown a bottle of preserved Aurelias, 
which I was supposed to study as part 
of freshman biology. Having once, 
long before, seen these graceful — 
pulsing through the water, I could 
not look upon the preserved specimens 
with a great show of enthusiasm. 
did my duty by them. I examined 
them thoroughly. I drew them. I 
labelled the incurrent and excurrent 
and radial canals, the mouth, the 
stomach, the gonads, and the tenta- 
cles, without much interest, then to 
regain a point of view that suffered 
a slight damage at the sight of dead 
Aurelias, I wrote five pages long- 
hand describing their beauties as I 
remembered them. Of all things, a 
dead jellyfish is less like the living 
animal than anything else I have yet 
discovered. Do not be surprised, 
then, if I repeat such an essay to- 
morrow, fortified by the addition of 
recent notes. 


Account of Super-Mundane Life 
Draws Acclaim of Psychic Britons 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—(#)—John 
Puckering’s account of his experiences 
in another world after his heart stop- 
ped beating on an operating table was 
received with mingled feelings ranging 
from outright skepticism to enthusias- 
tic acclaim by British scientists and 
students of the supernatural. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, famous British 
physicist, declared gruffly that he was 
“not interested.’” 

Lady Conan Doyle, widow of Sher- 
lock Holmes’ creator, and her eldest 
son, Denis, said Puckering’s revela- 
tions “entirely corroborated” what 
they and millions of others have 
known for years. 

““‘We recognized his experiences in- 
stantly,” said Mrs. Doyle. “We and 
countless other students have received 
precisely the same account of their 
experiences from our loved ones. 

“I am convinced that Mr. Pucker- 
ing’s experience has been sent to us 
in order that the people of the world 
will not fear death but realize it is 
the happiest of all birthdays.” 

On the other hand J. B. S. Hal- 
dane, British scientist who has just 
returned from the United States, re- 
fused to take Puckering’s revelation 
of the hereafter as a place where peo- 
ple are “supremely happy” at all seri- 
ously. 

“I don’t consider there is anything 
abnormal in a case where the heart 
stops for five minutes,” he said. “It 


might be a record, but not a phe- 
nomenon, I think it probable he had 
a ‘revelation.’ People often do under 
an anaesthetic. It would be a good 
idea if some of our spiritualists could 
be put under the influence of nitrogen 
for a few minutes, because they might 
come back with an interesting warn- 
ing to some of us wicked folk about 
what it is like below.’’ 

Denis Doyle, who since his father’s 
death has been considered one of the 
leading authorities on spiritualism, 
was thoroughly convinced of the au- 
thenticity of Puckering’s narrative. 

“The fact that he is an unimagina- 
tive fellow who had taken no interest 
in spiritualism,” he said, “and couldn’t 
have known he was giving exactly the 
same description we have been given 
of first impressions after death leaves 
no doubt in my mind. 

“His statement that he no longer 
fears death and even regretted return- 
ing to life entirely bears out mes- 
sages we have received from father 
and others.” 

Meanwhile Puckering apparently 
was unaware of the extent of the con- 
troversy he caused by his narrative 
of last week’s experiences in a hos- 
pital. He continued to wear his gar- 
dening clothes and attend to his work 
in Birmingham, where he lives with 
his daughter. He has never varied his 
story and likes to talk of nothing else. 

He says it was “as realistic as my 
own back garden.”

enator Carswell was graduated 
from the law school of Mercer Univer.

VIENNA, Feb. 10.—(#)—Rioting 
broke out tonight in the factory sub- 
urb of Floridsdorf as radical anti- 
s0vernment demonstrations began in 
connection with the anniversary Tues- 


day of last year's socialist civil war. | 
Despite the bitter cold, hundreds of | 


workers suddenly swarmed into the 
streets, shouting defiance to the fas- 
cist government. 

Strong detachments of police swept 
down upon them, however, and quick- 
ly dispersed them. Ten persons were 
jailed. 

The workers ecattered thousands of 
anti-government handbills in Florids- 
dorf and other sections of Vienna. 

Floridsdorf was shelled by govern- 
ment artillery last February 12. The 
loss in life and property in the so- 
clalist stronghold was enormous. 

Instructions for observance of the 
day had been circulated among Aus- 
trian socialists through the secretly 
distributed Arbeiterzeitung. They 
were: 

“In a few days it will have been 
one year since the dictatorship of 
aristocrats and priests shot to pieces 
with its artillery the rights and lib- 
erty of the people. 

“The united Austrian socialist par- 
ty (revolutionary socialists,) the com- 
munist party of Austria and the re- 
publican guard, having formed Aa 
united front against fascism, appeal 
to you: 

“On February 12 burn no lights be- 
tween 7 and 10 p. m. Keep the elec- 
tric bulbs dark. On February 12, 13, 
14. observe days of national sorrow. 
Avoid all theaters. picture houses and 
other places of amusement.”

she was safely married and the new 
idea that the mother should take 
her hands of authority off her ado- 
lescent children, lies the solution of 
these mother-daughter problems. A 
young psychologist writing of the 
relationship between middle-aged 
mother and adolescent daughter ad- 
vocates a hands-off policy on the 
part of the mother that will take 
the breath of conservative parents. 
He maintains that it is better for 
the child to make mistakes, take 
the consequences than be compelled 
by a parent to take a course that 
would avoid unhappy consequences. 
He may or may not be right; but 
one thing we all know: when & 
mother’s rules and regulations, her 
discipline, her criticism strikes the 
erown daughter as being unjust 
and unfair it is only a matter of 
time until one of two things hap- 
nens: either the child becomes de- 
fiant and kicks out of the traces, or 
she feels bitterly resentful toward 
her mother and builds up a wall of 
reserve between them that eventual- 
ly separates them for life. 


The character of a 17-year-old girl 
is pretty well set in the life mould. 
Her relationship to the boy-friends 
won't be altered one whit by her 
mother’s chaperonage. If she wants 
to do things the mothers woul n't 
approve, the mother’s presence in the 
living room won't keep her from do- 
ing them. The only thing that may 
restrain her is the mother's expressed 
confidence in the daughter, her will- 
ingness to give her the liberties she 
asks and is entitled to. 


The very fact that she doesn’t 
helieve in her child and expresses 
that lack of faith will cancel any 
benefit of living room chaperonage. 
The bitterness that is engendered in 
the child’s heart by what she thinks 
(and rightly) is iniustice will tend 
to make her reckless. The oSy- 
chologists, many of whom flout the 
idea of imposing on this generation 
Christian ideals of family relation- 
ships, say “Hands off your adoles- 
cent children, let them weed their 
own row. You have no right to say, 
‘You must or must not’; they have 
minds and wills of their own which 
must be allowed to develop with- 
out your interference.” The text- 
hook of Christianity puts it a little 
differently but in substance it says 
the same thing. “Children, obey 
your parents,” and it also says: 
“Parents, provoke not your chil- 
dren to wrath.”

Strange medicines were made agin 
the Middle Ages in Europe. Six an 
a half centuries ago, a widely known 
doctor, “Gilbert the Englishman,” set 
down this way of treating gout:

“Take a frog when neither sun nor 


moon is shining; cut off its hind legs, 


and wrap them in pieces of deer skin. 
Apply the right (frog) leg to the right 
foot of the gouty person, the left to 
the left, and without doubt he will be 
healed.” 

Another treatment for the gout was 
an ointment made from “grease that 
floats to the surface,” after boiling 
together juice of wild cucumber, ivy 
berries, juniper berries, fox fat, goose 
fat, bear fat and other items—all 
stuffed in “a very fat puppy” before 
the boiling started. 

Great pains were taken in brew- 


ing medicines, the work being done 
by women as well as men. Sometimes 
high prices were charged to the pa- 
tient. The drug bill of King Edward 
I amounted to about $670 after a long 
illness, 

| There was a widespread belief that 
illness was caused by elves and de- 
mons; and charms were used in efforts 
to drive away the unwelcome visitors. 

One charm was a live beetle which 
was placed in a red rag and tied 
around the neck. Another charm was 
a green lizard, and the “nail parings” 
of the patient, wrapped and worn 
in the same manner. ‘These charms 
were used in eastern Europe. 

In England, it was written, “if a 
‘woman suddenly becomes dumb (not 
‘able to talk), take pennyroyal and 
rub it to dust. Wind it up in wool, 
and place it under her. Soon she 
will be well.” 

The first hospitals in western Eu- 
rope seem to have been set aside for 
‘lepers; but later hospitals were used 
'by those who did not have the dread 
‘disease. Often they were located on 
‘the grounds of monasteries. Monks 
‘often served as doctors until rules 
'were made against the practice by the 
church. 

Some persons speak of the Middle 
Ages as the “dark ages.” That is not 
correct in every way; but in regard 
‘to medicine, it seems just to me. There 
was little progress in the art of heal- 

ling; and in some ways people were 
|worse off in regard to health than 
| during ancient times,

Leiper Tells Peace Meeting 


U. S. Fears ‘Isms’ Too Much 


European influences have given 
Americans the “jitters,” Dr. Henry 
Smith Leiper, foreign secretary of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ, 
told a large audience Sunday after- 
noon at the opening session of a re- 
gional conference on the “Cause and 
Cure of War” held at the Wesley Me- 
morial church. Representatives of 
eight southeastern states attended. 

“People in this country fear fascism 
and Hitlerism too much,” Dr. Leiper 
said in outlining unfavorable trends 
in the United States. He asserted 
many people are slightly hysterical 
about such things as Hitlerism and 
fascism, fearing dictatorships in this 
country, 

Dr. Leiper spoke on “World Situa- 
tion Today,” as the representatives 
got down to discussion of the cause 
and cure of war. He was introduced 
by Dr. W. A. Shelton, pastor of the 
Grace Methodist church, who said he 
believed war came from “the hot 
place” and should be sent back there. 

Three Dangerous Situations. 

The speaker, world-traveled and a 
former Congregational missionary, 
pointed out three situations which are 
dangerous and might possibly result in 
war. First, the Japanese-Chinese dif- 
ficulty, which might also inwolve Rus- 
sia; secondly, fascism and Hitlerism 
in Europe; and thirdly, the growing 
nationalism of Russia, which is rapid- 
ly expanding its armaments. 

Leiper condemned the program of 
the United States in increasing arma- 
ments, because he said it is lending 
an impression of intended war to Eu- 
ropean countries and is creating dis- 
trust. Of the four systems for peace, 
he lauded the League of Nations and 
the Kellogg peace pact, but disapprov- 
ed of “preparedness” and the Rus- 
sian system of destruction of capital- 
ism with the intention of creating a 
world soviet.
